■Washington, Feb. 10. — United States 
Secnnury of State Root and Ambassa- 
dor Jusserand signed a treaty provid- 
ing for the arbitration of any i.ssuo 
that may arise between France and 
the United States. The treaty will 
have to be submitted to the American 
senate and to the French executive be- 
fore it can become effective. Moan- 
while its provisions aro withheld from 
publication. 

It Is understood, however, that the 
treaty lias been drawn In . accordance 
with tiie recommendation of Tho 
Hague conference, which, finding it 
impossible to draft an arbitration 
treaty that could receive tlie assent 
and support of all the great power 
adopted a resolution recommending 
that the various signatory powers un- 
dertalie to make special arrangements 
among themselves for the settlement 
of di.sputos by arbitration. Tho pres- 
ent convention is believed to bp on 
terms miniLar to the one prepared bv 
Secretary Olney and Lord Pa\ince- 
fote, looking to arbitration of pos.siblc 
disputes between, Anaerloa: ani?,; Great 
Britain,! which cony^nti&n failed of ap - 
provai .;h"y the United States senii to. 

The failure of the' Olney -Paunoofote 
treaty and of a subsequent convention 
negotiated by Secretary Hay with the 
BrltlsUj'ambaasador here, covering the 
:Ssin|e5;gi;pund, Vvas- due to the insist- 
erice 'of 'the seiiate upon Its right to 
pass upon every proposition submitted 
to arbitration. The body was willing 
to approve the draft Of the treaty sub- 
mit tod. provided the executive accept- 
ed ameiulment.- w'hich required that 
the president allow the senate to ex- 
press Us approval or disapproval every 
time itl was proposed to refer an Issue 
to arliitratlon. But tlie exceutlvc took 
the ground that such, an amendment 
would defeat tlio purpose of the treaty, 
and that it was superfluous, for the 
reason that tho president already en- 
Joyed the constitutional right, to nego- 
tiate arbitration as well as other trea- 
ties at any time, and there was no need 
tor a general arbitration treaty con- 
ferring: • "aiich rlEfht.-/' Therefore' the 
president never undertook .;to., secure 
the assent' of Great Britain to the 
amended--, treaties* and , .they conse- 
quently-failed; V - : 

Owing to the "rule that drafts of 
treaties must'-hot be made public be- 
fore they 'Jiave been :the subject of ac - 
tlon by the-^enate, it is impossible to 
ascertain at present how' Secretary 
Root has been able to overcome the 
apparently Insurmountable obstacle to 
the ratification of 'such a treaty arif.- 
Ing from the insistence -of the senate 
to its right to pass separately on any 
question to be arbitrated. 

A convention providing for tho ex- 
change of postal inatter between tho 
United' States and Franco was also 
.slgrifed at tho statefdepartment by Sec- 
retary Root and Ambassador Jussot- 
and. ' 

Paris, Feb. 10.— The. fact that ncgo- 
tialioiiB iQpklng to.'a. treaty of arbitra- 
tion between- ihe 'United. States and 
Fran'cc were under way was practical- 
ly unknown tn the l'''rench nowsjiaper.'!, 
which have not diseuKSed tlie .subject 
at all. News that suci; a treaty had 
been signed, however, In' printed in tho 
morning papers with but little or no

Lisbon, Feb. 10.— The bodies of King 
Carlos and Crown Prince Luiz Philip 
pe v/ere today laid away beside tho^o 
vij^,,,their royal ancestors in the sacred 
:^epuili&hrea of tlie Pantheon. 
.'..The ofliclai olcriing ol one ot the 
'.DSijstitraglcal incidents , In Portuguese 
history ; was attended by scenes rwhlch 
almb4t' developed Into la disaster. A 
great crowd; . numbering -Into -'i thou 
sandis; struggled outside the ' cathedral 
of San Vlnoente seeking to: enter ; and 
view the bodies before- the;doors \vere 
finally closed for tho ceremony^Brush 
ing back the poMmo and the --guard of 
royal archers, they poured Into the 
church, sweeping right and '"left. A 
panic was threatened, and tho cavalrv 
was called -to disperse tho pushing 
thousands. ■ Women and children were 
caught in tho crush and many of them 
were bruised and trampled upon, but 
no fatalities arc reported. 

"When the doors eventually wero 
closed to the public the ceremony of 
entombing was begun. All tho minis- 
ters of state were present. The Patri- 
arcl»._ of Lisbon, wearing pontifical 
vestments and assisted by otiior high 
churcli officials, blessed the sacrament, 
the cathedral and jialace choirs chant- 
ed the "Libera Me," and to the inton- 
ing of "De Profundus," the coffin of the 
Crown i'rlnco was transported be- 
tween double ranks of archers, pre- 
ceded by a long procession, including 
mace- bearers, acolytes and grand dig- 
nitaries of the pahace. In a similar 
manner the body of the King was 
borne to the tomb. 

After absolution had been given and 
tlio clianting of the Benedlctus, the 
Grand Chamberlain solemnly -swore 
that tho bodies were those of "our be- 
loved Lord -and King, his most faithful 
majest.y, Don, Carlos I, King of Portu- 
gal, and our prince, Don Lulz Philip- 
pe, . Duke ■ of Bragariza;" 

Offiblal documents! were drawn up 
and signed, And the- key of each cofHn 
wiis given ■ over to the Patriarch of 
Lisbon. When- the coffins were placed 
in the ''tombs, the cortege separated 
and the Pantheon was closed.

GIVEN TODAY 



Natal Act Will Become Law At 
_ Once — Agents Appointed 
For Its.Enforoement 



DR. McGUIRE'S RESOLUTION 



Ottawa Department to Be Ask- 
- e'd to- Investigate Coal 
Industry 



The lieutenant-governor will attend 
tho Kcssion ot tho house today to kIvo 
his assent to a number of bills. Chiot 
among.'st them is the Natal or inniiigi'a- 
tion act, and the aet amending- tlie coal 
ta.K act, while eight uther.s oC a more 
or less technicul niituro will also be 
finally passed. Chief amongst the lat- 
ter is the bill incorporating tho city 
of Chilliwack. 

It is stated on good authority that 
the agents to enforce the act in this 
city have already been specially ap- 
pointed. Tliey will prevent the land- 
hig of any Japanese or other Orientals 
unable to pass the "educational" test. 
Sergeant Murray of tho provincial po- 
lice win leave for Vancouver today to 
attend to Its enforcement there. 

Tlio budget speech will not bo de- 
livered uiitll the first of next week, 
as a number of departments have not 
as yet completed their estimates. A 
formal motion -was adopted yesterday 
which permits the government to bring 
on the toudg-et at anytime. The report 
, of' the educational departmerit will be 
received in all probability next week. 
It was handed' over J to the printing 
office yesterday for publication. The 
schedules and returns in figures for 
this department have already been 
printed. 

The roport of the irrigation com- 
mission will bo rendered today or to- 
morrow. 

The railway Cjinnniittee reported the 
Eastern British Columbia railway bill 
yesterday and the bill will probably 
come up for second reading tomorrow. 
Tho struggle is expected to be an in- 
teresting one, as, If tlie bill goes 
through, there will be an effort to 
saddle it with various amendments. 
Some of these were rejected in com- 
mittee. One that will probably bo 
proposed is that the promoters bind 
themselves to complete the road in 
tlu-eo years. An amendment added in 
railway committee prior to tlie bill's 
being: reported was a clause providing 
that the promoters deposit $25,000 with 
the finance committee to be forfeited 
if twelve miles ot the road bo not com- 
pleted within twelve months. 

Yet another proiiosal • is that tho 
rival -road, whicli is being promoted 
by Vancouver people, .shall be allowed 
running rights over this first twelve 
miles when completed. 

Hon. Richard JfcBrlde, J. A. Mac- 
donald and J. H. Hawthornthwalto 
have been invited to be present on the 
platform of the A. O. U. W. hall on 
Wednesday evening next, when Joseph 
Martin will address the Asiatic Ex- 
clu.slon l.,eague of this city. 

The sitting of the legislature yester- 
day was largely occupied by a deb.-ito 
upon t^ie mf^tion of Dr. McGulro that 
Ottawa gcvcrnment be requested 



to investigate the coal Industry of this 
lirovlnce. That motion In' its preamble 
,'<ctK forth that from the situation It i.s 
pi-obable that a conspiracy In restraint 
of trade exists amongst tlie coal deal- 
ers and that it is a matter which iu^- 
ly comes within the province of the 
department of trade and commerce at 
Ottawa. 

Dr. MoGuire set forth at some lengUi 
tho facts of the case. He dwelt /upon 
the cost of production at the pitmouth, 
the cost of freight and the fact that 
the coal Is sold in the American mar- 
ket at a lower price than in British 
Columbia. 

.John Oliver, vigilant that neither too 
much work nor responsibility should 
be heaped on the shoulder.^ of the Lib- 
er:! 1 government at Ottawa, moved in 
amendment that the matter should be 
the subject of an investigation by a 
select committee of the house. Inci- 
dfntally, he again forestalled Mr. Haw- 
thornthwalte; It was just the other 
day that the member for 'Delta man- 
aged to get his resolution looking in 
the dismissal of tho lieutenant-gover- 
nor Tipbn the order paper prior to that 
of the gentleman from the Coal City. 
Today lie boiled a lengthy resolution of 
Mr. Hawthornthwaite's into a single 
clause. This is the one which seeks an 
investigation of the condition- of work - 
ors underground. Mr. Oliver, iii'lov 
boiling it Into a single clause unci 
heading it with a "whereas," placed it 
in the preamble to hla resolution. Tr 
the thunderbolts of Jove couidn't in- 
stolen twice- with Impunity, those riC 
tho Socialist member for Nanaiuio 
may, for Mr. Hawthornthwalto smiletl 
through it all. 

The second reading of Hon. Dr. 
Young's, university bill took place. 
Stuart Henderson has a number n( 
amendments on the order papei-, u liicli 
will come up when the bill is in enni- 
mlHee. The member for Yale riithor 
nn.iu.stly accused Dr. Young of bor- 
rowing tho Saskatchewan measure of 
like nature. His amendments are not 
very convincing. 

Dr. Young did not take the remarks 
of Mr. Ifenderson very seriously, as he 
barely referred to them in re:ilv.

Whereas a belief e.Mlsts that an un- 
derstanding 'exists between the per- 
sons or corporations controlling or 
ownniK" such coal mines to maintain 
tho high i^rlces now being charged 
to consunierr in this province:

Of Utmost Moment 
I shall not attempt, sir. to make 
an exhaustive .speech on tills iiress- 
iiig issue, but will content myself by 
saying that tho question of fuel is a 
matter of the utmost moment to 
every individual in tlj'e community,! 
aa it is quite obvious th.at wo can 
enjoy neitlier tho comforts, nor tlio 
luxuries of life, luiloss we have 
it in at least moderate abundance. 
Jilor'eover, it is u matter of the first 
iniportanco in connection \.itli our 
industrial enterprises, that largo 
quantities of fuel at a fidr and rea- 
sonable iirlce, shall be always avail- 
able; lacking which no community 
can be prosperous. (Hoar-hear). 

At first sight we w-ould naturally 
expect that we would enjoy in this 
province the very best possible condi- 
tiont:, for wo find that wc possess a 
great abundance of fuel in almost 
every section of the province. Tho 
Crow's Nest Pass mines deposit is 
estimated to contain no less than 39,- 
450,000,000 tons, wliile Dr. Poole, tho 
Dominion expert, believes that 600,- 
000,000 can be mined in the Nanalmo 
district. And these figures only con- 
cern two comparatively small sections 
and do not at all take into account 
either Wellington, Winton, Comox, 
East Kootenay, tho Nicola Valley or 
Quatsina Sound, as well as other sec- 
tions. (Hear, hear.) But notwitlistand- 
ing these undoubted facts, those who 
come to this province with the view 
of starting industries are deterred 
from taking any active steps to carry 
out tlieir intentions in consequence of 
the very high cost of fuel, finding that 
tills would prevent a profit. An in- 
stance of an industry which was ham- 
pered by the price ot coal lias come 
under my immediate notice. A Van- 
couver steamship company, laJ^oring 
under those difficulties, and feeling 
that thay must be obliged to lay off a 
lot of men unless some remedy were 
found, threatened to publish the facts, 
and this intimation • aione was suffi- 
cient to induce,, the coal operators to 
supply the fuel required at a more 
moderate price. (Hear, hear.) 

Imports and Exports. 
Moreover, notwithstanding our largo 
natural supplies, coal is imported from 
'Australia, wliile coal oil brought from 
tlie California oil fields is used by the 
British Columbia Sug.-ir Refinin.g com- 
pany in Vancouver. (Hear, hear.) Now 
, it does seem to me that this is an alto- 
getlier wrong condition of affairs. 
(Hear, liear.) And while I do not be- 
lieve in hampering legitimate trade and 
commerce, yet I submit, sir, that it is 
most unfair that other countries should 
be built up at the expense of tho very 
community tliat provides them with 
the fuel and the means of doing so. 
(Hear, hear.) 

I find, sir, that we practically ox- 
port one-half of all the coal tli;it is 
produced in this province. The figures 
are as follows: Vancouver island col- 
leries, a total of GHl.lOtj tons, of which 
4-18,900 tons are exported to the United 
States; Western l-'uel collorlos, total 
mined, 408,349 tons; United States ex- 
port. 221,000, and to other countries 
15,073 tons; Crow's Nest Pass collieries, 
used in this country,. 150,893 tons and 
exported to the United States 230, 803 
tons; Coal Creek, Fernie, used in tiiis 
country 43,115 tons and United States 
exports 211,736 tons; Carbonado- Mor- 
risey mines, used in this country 2,331 
tons, exported to the United States, 
15,9,')1 tons. Honce we find, sir, as a 
matter of fact, that out of an .-imuj.-il 
liroduction of some two million Ions we 
export every year jjractically one-lialf, 
greatly to the detriment ol' this prov- 
ince, and of the many i>oKf!il)le and 
important industries which, amid liaj)- 
pier circum.stanco.s-, might be Induced 
to locate in our midst. (Hear, hear.)

The public oper- 
ators are supposed to act feriihe-.qom- 
munity at large, and are ^llablovto -have 
their proceedings supervised ' by either 
the local or the Dominioh 'parliament, 
Willie the private cbrpioratlonp,' who ob- 
tain charters; froni' the ■ 'Ideal legisla- 
ture, are^s£s|lohg as they live up to 
their cori'dlllOn|l^not amenable to re- 
strictions'' from,' 'or to tho supervision 
of, either parliament. Private coi-por- 
ations are composed of a few individu- 
als who, not at all unnaturally, de- 
sire to make all they possible can out 
of their investments, and if thoy are 
over-capitalified, which not untre- 
quently happens, the boards of man- 
agement are either obliged, or arc ex- 
pected to, make dividends on this cap- 
itali:sation; and consequently tho pub- 
lic is mulcted for just as much as the 
public will stand. (Hear, hear.) I 
have not a word to say with re.spect 
to the Individuals who compose these 
companies. They are just as good as 
any others; and equally as apt to get 
nil the prolit they can out of their un- 
dertakings, but iicvertlieless, it seems 
to mo that it it is our bounden duty 
to protect the public as far as we pos- 
sibly can. (Hear, hear.) 

Duty to Public 

And consequently, I Iiave placed bo- 
fore the house this resolution request- 
ing the Dominion government to ap- 
point a commission to deal witli this 
matter in all its dotails, and I consider 
that I ha\-e an apposite precedent for 
this proposal, inasmuch as the Do- 
minion govornincnt within the last 
ye.ar or two, named a conmiission to 
look into the conditions prevailing in 
the lumber trade in the Nortliwest 
territories. (Plear, hear.) 

It may be suggested, sir, that poli- 
tics enter into the moti'v-es, which luu-c 
induced me to bring this important 
matter before tho house, but I wish to 
say rigiit liere that such consideration.-: 
have not influenced me in the slislitost 
degree. I am not playing, sir, any- 
body's party game, and as far as I am 
concerned the only game that I am 
playing is the game of all tho people. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Oliver's Amendment 

John Oliver (Delta) moved in 
amendment, seconded by H. G. Brew- 
ster (Alberni): "That all tho words of 
the resolution after the word 'Province' 
at the end of tho last recital, be struck 
out, and the following words inserted 
in lieu thereof: 

"and whereas there is reason to be- 
lieve that the laws for .the protection 
of workers underground in coal mines 
are not being observed: ', ; 

"Therefore be It resolved, that a se- 
lect committee, 'consisting of five 
members of this' house, be appointed, 
with iriatructions to inquire into tho 
truth of tho above allegations, with 
power to call for persons, papers, books 
and documents; to examine witnesses 
under oath, and to report their find- 
ings, -recommendations and •' tho evi- 
dence to tho ho'use':" 

He referred to the statement Nihich 
he had made during tho second resid- 
ing of tho bill amending tho 'Coal Tax 
act to the effect that it wa.s the duty 
of the premier to look into tho condi- 
tions surrounding the coal industries 
of this province. He believed tliat the 
coal from some ot the mines on the 
coast was yielding a profit of from ?2 
to $2.50 per ton. He quite agreed 
with tlio statements contained in the 
Iire'amble of the resolution iiroposed l>y 
the junior member for Vancouver UJr. 
McGuire). He differed w-ith him, liow- 
ever, with regard to the tribunal be- 
fore which such an investigation 
should take place. It should be a tri- 
bunal nominated by the logKslature and 
its investigations should-''take place as 
quickly as possible. It was necessary 
to have a thorough inquiry and to 
have it immediately. 

When formerly statements had been 
made upon this .matter, the junior 
member for Vancouver had been very 
anxiously inquiring as to what nieth- 
od.s slioukl be adopted to remedy this 
condition of affairs and lie had sug- 
gested that a select committeo of the 
house should be appointed to deal with 
it. Ho was therefore surprised to see 
tho proposal of Dr. McGuire as set. 
forth in his resolution upon the order' 
PS-per. 

During the present session and pHov 
to It, there had been, a great deal of 
talk about Interference on the part of 
Ottawa with matters of provincial im- 
portance. 'He would not say that the 
matter was not of sufficient iniijort- 
ance to warrant consideration by Ot- 
tawa nor tliat it w-ould not be proper 
for tho .Dominion to deal witli it, ljut 
he would as.iort that it should be loolc- 
ed into by tlie house. There was no 
reason why this inquiry should not be 
in full .swing by next v.-eek. 

^Vith regard to tho last t-lause be- 
ginning with "\\'liere;is," whicli he 
proposed to insert, iie jierliaps owed 
the nieniber for Xanainio (iMr. Ilaw- 
tliornthwaite) an apolo.gy. 

Mr. Hawlliornthwaite: "It's about 
time." 

He considered that as it wa.= about 
time to iiupiiri' into the condition of 
the workers undei-ground in the coal 
mines, it was best to consider lioth 
m.itters .it once, q^lio witnesses in 
eitlier ras(> would be the same to a 
great extent and he believed that by 
allowing a siieciiil coiiinilttoo to deal 
wifn both ciuestions, the '.spoenie.st and 
best results could be attained. 

Cond tions Foreseen 
Tho conditions which .had rendered 
the resolution necessary hud been 
foreseen some years ago. At .'i con- 
vention in Revelstoko in 1902 at wliich 
the preiiiior ;ind finance minister were 
both present a certain resolulion had 
been adopted. This was to tlie effect 
that ill all future grants of eo:\l mines 
to individuals or corporations the 
l)ro\-inco .^'.louhi retain or reserve a 
part. Tlio^c could bo opened up as 
. tiile coal mines in the event Of com- 
binations to raise prices .unlawfully. 
The government liad never, however, 
adopted any such policy. In fact they 
had repudiated, the resolution by vot- 
ing down a resolution emanating fi'om 
tho opposition looking -to such an en- 
actment. . . , ,, 

The government .therefore stood cun- 
victcd out^.of the mouth ot one ol itM 
staunchest supporters of ^•ull.•ltmK one 
of the best pledges ever given Iho peo- 
ple of British Columbia. 
, ,Mr. Oliver added that the conviction 
vvaS'' general .jtliroughout the province, 
that the. consumer would be comi>elledl 
pav the 'Ineroased taxation which 
: impo.ied' by the ^bllb recently 
bi ought in amending the Coal Tax 
act. " ■ > . . ') ■,, ■

SUGGEST CHANGES TO 
AVOID IRREGULARITIES 

Special Committee Appointed 
to Investigate Reports to. 
Council 



v^Whether there were a.nyi.-hreeularl- 
^os; Jh-Vtho matter of adding names to 
thef'vbter'S' lists at the recent civic 
elections,-' or ih any other mauner, the 
special ■committee consisting- ot Aids. 
Hall;- Ma.t>lo and McKoown, in its re- 
port to ' last night's council meoling, 
does not dolinitely state, but alter re- 
citing tlio result of its investigation 
the committee suggest certain changes 
in the Municipal Elections act which, 
it believes .would do away with .some 
of the conditions which arose at the 
last elections. The report 1.^ as follows: 
Gentlemen, — Your couunltlce ap- 
pointed to investigate into tl>o matter 
of alleged irregularities in placing 
names upon the voters' lists on the 
day of the holding of the last municipal 
election, namely, Kith day of January, 
IDOS, beg to report that at a meeting 
held today tlic matter was gone into, 
and Uio foliowhig information clieitod 
from tile ol'licers of the corporation 
under \\-ho.so notice such irregularities, 
If any, would be most likely to occur, 
with the following results, namely: 

1. Under the iirovisioiis of section 
2 of the Municipal Elections act, tlio 
police magistrate or any judge of the 
supreme or county court, is empowered 
to hear and determine cases when it is 
alleged, after the voters' list has been 
certified by the mayor, that any per- 
son's name has been improperly omit- 
ted from or lolaced on the voters' list, 
and the mayor is authorized to add to 
or strike from, the voters' list, the 
name of any i)erson who the poli«e 
magistrate or judge decides is, or Is 
not entitled to vote, on receipt of such 
order from the judge. 

Where Trouble Arose. 

2. A number of orders were received 
on election day by the deputy return- 
ing officers, and these orders may bo 
divided Into two classes (a) those for 
names claimed to have been Improperly 
omitted from the list, and (b) those 
whose namSs were on the. general list 
but wrongly placed on the wards lists, 
that is to say, their names were on tlio 
list for tlie ward in which they did not 
reside, contrary to the act, and a re- 
quest was made by them to have tlielr 
names jjlaceu on other wards' lists 
than those in which the names ap- 
peared. 

Of the former {''A" class) 14 orders 
were received by the deputy returning 
officers, and of the "B" class 20 orders. 
When an order was received by tlio 
voter, addressed to the deputy return- 
li-ig officer it carried with it, in the 
case of an order of the "A" class the 
riglit to vote for mayor, school trustee 
and aldermen, and the voter produced 
the order at each polling booth where 
he was entitled to vote, the intention 
being that he should leave the order 
at the last polling booth, visited by 
him, with the poll clei-k. It seems 
evident froiT], tlie facts adduced at the 
Investig.atlon ,that the orders thus giv- 
en were not always handed In to the 
poll clerk at tlie last placid whore the 
voter voted, but that there wore some 
orders, probably not ver.v many, wl-ilch 
were carried away from the jioUing 
places in the pocket of the voter, or, 
perhaps, destroyed hy hnn. All the 
orders of the "A" clas.s presented at 
the inquiry were duly signcfd by the 
police magistrate and the mayor, with 
the exception of one, which was sign- 
ed only by the police magistrate. How 
the orders issued, but not handed In, 
were signed your committee have no 
means of knowing. 

Orders Not Used. 

3. With reference to the "B" class 
of orders, namely, those issued for tlio 
purpose of enabling voters whoso 
names were on one ward list iiiiiiroijcr- 
ly, that is hy error, to vote in another 
ward. Some of these orders were 
issued by the mayor, but most of them 
b.v an officer of the corporation who 
wislied to rectify the eiTor in view of 
the fact that the names aiijicariMl al- 
ready on the general list. 

it is evident that a unmbcr of these 
orders also went astray, and were 
never returned to the deputy return- 
ing officers. 

For this kind Of change in tlio 
voters' list on the day of election (ir 
before, the act seems to nuik(> no 
special provision unless it 1).- Inf, i ied, 
or held, that seetiou II. alio\i; i|iiotrd 
applies, if not, there is no i)rovisii>n 
whatever, lV)r interference 'ui tln' part 
of anyone to correct an error in the 
placement of a name on one ward list 
which shoulfl belong to anolher. 

4. From the facts tiddueed .\ oui- 
committee beg to repo'-t that, in Iheir 
opinion, sucli amendment should be 
made to the act as would ensure 1st. 
That the riglit of the mayor to inter- 
fore for the purpose ot jjlacing names 
upon the voters' list on election day 
or any other diiy shall he aholi.^hed, 
and all orders shall emanate froni tlie 
police magistrate or Judge. 

2. That sulllcient tinn-, s.i\- two 
ivceks, be given before election day for 
the ijublication of the lists by po.«tiiig, 
in conspicuous places (for whicdi pro- 
vision Is already mado In the act) and 
notices inserted in the newspajjers 
calling the attention of the public to 
tho fact, in order that every voter in:iv 
ascertain before the day of election, 
whether his or her name Is on the 
(voters' list, and that on the day of 
election there should be no ch.ango 
made In the lists, any more than there 
is In Dominion or provincial voters' 
lists on election day. 

Changes Needed in Act 

Aid. Jilable, in moving the adoiitlun 
of tho rejiort, which was done in-ac- 
tically witliout comment, .stated that 
heretofore the mayor has had a great 
deal of authority and liberty, and 
while he did not wish to say aything 
about the question of In-egularlties, 
he thought there was a great weak- 
ness in tho. act. In this transferring 
of a voter from one division to an- 
other there was nothing to prevent 
such a voter from voting in both divis- 
ions. All the precautions which had 
hitherto been taken was to caution 
such a -Voter to only vote iu the dlvln- 
lon to which ho had been transferred,

SALT WATER SYSTEM 
BEFORE CITY COUNCIL 



Fire Wardens' Submit Proposi- 
tion, But Aldermen Asl< 



UUio question of the advisability of 
ln.stalllng a salt water system of flre- 
flglitiiig purposes in the downtown dis- 
trict came up for consideration at last 
night's council meeting, but after a 
lengthy discussion wa.s allowed to 
stand over until the next meeting in 
order that the aldermen might have an 
opportunity of examining into all do- 
tails. 

The fire wardens have gone exten- 
sively into the <iuestion, believing that 
some system independent of the fresii 
water system should bo adopted as in- 
dicated in Robert Howe's report. Aid. 
Fulierton in advising the council to 
adopt tho idea stated that there was 
no doubt but that such a system was a 
necessity and it had been suggested 
by the board of trade. It was agreed 
tliat a large sum must be .-ipent on 
more fire fighting e<|uipmont and the 
installation of tho' salt water system 
would mean that not nearly so much 
would have to be siient on other ap- 
liaratus. 

Mather Hutchinson, city electrician, 
who was present, gave tho council a 
few detailed facts concerning such a 

s\-stcm. 

Fire Warden's Report 

The fire warden's report was as fol- 
lows:

Only Portion Considered.

Mr. Hutchinson stated that 
he had based his calculations on Rob- 
ert Hoive's report, that what was w-nnted 
was a plant capable of throwing four- 
teen standard streams of ISO gallons per 
minute Willi a nozzle pressure of 5(i 
poun{ls, that would im'an 2,000 g.'illoiis 
a minute or aliout thirteen tons of wat- 
er. The system Is laid out v,'lt!i the 
idea of a minimum pressure at tin; 
pump of 100 pounils iier Inch. Mr, 
Howe had st.'ited that the iiri'Ssure 
should be 200 potinds but Mr. Iluteliln- 
Hon thought that must be a mistake la 
the report. The system of mains run- 
ning from the present location of the 
city's electric station was what was 
called a gridiron system and by It pres- 
sures loshcs were reduced and a. uniform 
pressure olilained. In order to keep 
the mains from corroding by the salt 
water tliey could he emptied and kept 
filled with fresh water and when called 
upon for work could bo Instantly use<l 
whereas should they be kept empty It 
would require about twenty minutes to 
fill them. It would bo a comparatively 
lne:x!t)enslve matter to make e.xtensinns. 
He thought a. branch should be uia.(le in 
the direction of llu' Taylor mills hut It 
would be a vc?r.v simple matter. As re- 
gard the method of obtaining tlie jjower 
to run the pumps Mr. Hutchinson be- 
lieved that It would be better to get it 
from the B. C. Electric company. Tn

Italian, it is alleged, was the perpetra- j 
lor of one of tho most dastardly crimes 
in the history of the province, thci 
dynainiting of the Canadian hotel,] 
whereby the building was practically | 
totally wrecked anj( the landlord's! 
d:iugliler, Louise K'ing, blown into! 
eternit.v. i 

Ad\-icos received from Salt Lake ' 
City stirfc that the Ualian, who lias 
been living there for the past year, 
was taken completely by surprise 
v.iien arrested, and made no ailenipt 
to deny his identity, it is sttited tliat 
he mado a complete confession. 

Provincial C.i.ef --Constable ;Da\-ltt, 
of iS'elsun, leurned some time ago that 
Cedio had been seen at Spokane, do- 
ing to tlKit city llie chief was unable 
to find his man, but he got upon his 
trail, and followed him to Salt Lake 
Cltv, where tl «> police aided him In 
his search with the result that the 
Italian Is now behind the bars. It is 
understood that Cedio will waive ex- 
tradition, and win peaceably return to 
Greenwood, B. C, where he Will be 
placed on trial for Wilful murder. 
Chief Davltt communicated with Sup- 
erintendent Sussey, who Immediately 
left for Salt Lake City last Tuesday, 
and will bring the man back. 

Jealousy and Drink 

Jealous fondness for the landlord's 
dauglitcr, accentuated by drink, 
lirompled Cetlio's crime, It Is alleged, 
lie eseniiotl from Ni;igara in a load of 
hay, and tr.aveled from state to state, 
hoii'ing to elude the vcngoanoo ot. the 
l.iw. lie had remained nnniolesfed in 
Salt Laki.' City for nearly a year. 

The Italian while emiiloyod at 
Niagara, was known as "Frank Fain- 
blanc." On the boolcs; of one railway 
contractor he was "F. Agilio," hut his 
real name was said to bo "Francisco 
Cedio," the one ho now gives, 

Tho Information secured by the 
police at tho time of the oxiiloslon 
showed that Cedio, w!io had been 
working on the grade ot tho Kettle 
valley ■ lines, broke into the powder 
maga/.Inc, antl for ptrrposes ot reveiigo 
apparently, took two or three casoB of 
powder, and secreted tliem in the 
Canadian hotel, the licence of which 
was held by Biancliclt, and (t u-ian 
named King running the house. 

Between 0.30 and 10 o'clock at night 
a terrlllc explosion took, pluco wreck- 
tug tho building, setting fire to tho 
debi-ls. and doing ghaHtly .damage. 

King, Ills wife and- ^IJiQUlse 'K)rtg, an 
18-yciir-oia daughter, were 'standing 
together ^. the tlmo of tho explosion. 



The girl was literally blown to' pieces.; 
Mrs. King had her hands.' "severely; 
burned, but otherwise escarped without 
serious injury. King himself escaped 
without being hurt, but an Italian who 
had been put to bed, drunk, by King, 
just before the explosion, .was . ba.diy 
burned,' -dnd' another Italian' 'Tifi.^ .;#ve 
ribs fractured. Nine- other persona 
were more or less injured. 

: S_ome idea, of, .the tcrriflic force of 
the " explosion may be gathered when 
it Is stated that logs a foot and a, half 
through and 20 feet long were thrown 
100 feet away from the wrecked build- 
ing. The bed clothes in Louise King's 
room were blown to an adjoining 
building which, .they set on lire. 
Story of Crime 

. King was a French-Canadian, his 
real name being Pierre Rol. came 
from Quebec and had only been run- 
ning the hotel for four months. His 
wife was from Montreal. King was 
burned in various parts of the body, 
though not seriously, but the drums 
of his ears were Injured and he hears 
with difficulty. His story as told at 
tlie inquest may be summed up as 
follows: 

On Sunday noon p^ving to slackness 
of trade he had made 'lip h.ls mind to 
get rid of his regular boarders, who 
consisted of some six Italians. Ho 
told them he ci|)uld not board them 
any longer and would give them till 
next day to llnd another place. After 
dinner he gave them a drink a piece, 
and three of them left tho place, the 
others staying round the hotel. There 
was an outside stairway to the up- 
.stairs part of the house, and about 5 
o'clock a big noise wn.s heard in t)io 
room occupied by Frank Painblanc ov 
"wliito-brcad," as he w-as called. This 
man's real name appears to be Agillio. 
King, accompanied by Aglllo's partner 
Rovello, took -.1 lamp and went up 
stairs. As the\- entered Agilio smash- 
ed tho lamp with a gun and King ran 
down stairs. ''They were after me," 
i-aid King, earnestly, "and I was 
scared." One of the men ft)'.: >wed 
nourishing a polgnard and knocking 
the chairs about the barroom. King 
left the hotel and only returned when 
he was assured that things had quiet- 
ed down. Later on he closed up the 
hotel, and refused to let Rovello and 
Agilio In, though during . the next hour 
or two the two men were heard going 
up and down tho outside stairs. 
Actuated by Revenge 

it seems that the men were not 
drunk .■ind when King was asked as to 
the cause of the trouble he thought 
It iiartly from his having turnecl tho 
men awa>-, and frankly admitted that 
Rovello had been pressing his atten- 
tions on ills wife and that he was 
anxious to be rid of liini on- that, ac- 
count, and il is possible that some 
motive of revenge dn this sqore actu- 
ated the final crime. ^Clng/stated that 
there was a oracfe in .rtho? ceiling; and 
that he had bedn afraid he would be 
shot by Aglllo through this opening 
which communicated with the Italian's 
room. Shortly after 8 o'clock, Includ- 
ing the Kings, there were , eleven peo- 
ple In the hotel, Mrs*. King and her 
daughter, being in the kitchen. Soon 
after 9 one of the Italians wanted to 
g6 away and King lighted the lantern 
arid went to the door with him to let 
liiin out. As he placed his hands on 
tlie door he noticed flanuis sliowing 
through tlio crack in the f-eiiln.g, and 
shouted "h'lre, boys!" The words wore 
hardly oirt_of his mouth when tho 
whole house was shaken hy a terriric 
explf/Klon and King knew litllo of what 
happened afterwards. 

At tho hupiest, only ;i (<:\\y charred 
bones of what had been Loniso King, 
were placed before tlie jur\-. 

'F. B. Hussey, superintendent of the 
provincial police, came to Clrund Fork.s 
at once and took the matter up. On 
his advice tlio provincial authorities of- 
fered a reward of $1,000 for tho capture 
and conviction ot Cedio, alals Aglllo, 
alias Painblanc. 

Others Involved 

Tho coroner's Juryv^fouiidV that the 
death of Louisa King; wds caused hy 
the blowing up of the Canadian hotel 
at Niagara on November 18, by dyiia- 
mlto or some other explosive dnlibcr-

He has shown his highest favors 
lo the men who have been the most 
bloodthirsty and has identified himself 
closely with every reactlonar.v move- 
ment. There liave been times when a 
word spoken by lilni wouldi have saved 
iiundreds of lives, but he lias refused 
to speak. He has been assured that 
If he would ask the people to trust 
him they would readily do so; but ho 
Is absolutely merciless. The writer 
mentioned deseribos hlin as a tyrant 
of the worst description, because he is 
personally weak and qbwardly/ a:nfl a 
mystic, who gropes In an Intellectual 
darkness for guidance. There have 
been sucli men in high position before.

Dealing with the Moroccan situation 
the Morning l?ost says: — Tho real 
question is whether the Conference of 
Algeciras was a reality or a sham- 
whether it represented a concert of. the 
Powers or was merely a veil for their 
discoi-d. We are not prepared to give 
a categorical answer to this question. 
We thought at tho time that there was 
a lacli of clearness about the policies 
of the Powers. Tho policies of France 
and ■ England were to some extent 
clear in 1994, when England recogniz- 
ed that it appertained to Prance, to 
preserve oi'der in Morocco, . . when 
France recognized ^England'sv.pbsitibn 
In Egypt, and ',wheh,gbo^hiPo\y^ 
promised, to one ahotlier; thelr difejo- 
matld'.' Buppbft' In regard to the^ action 
of eai3li''of them in Morocco'' an&> in 
liJgypt- respectively. Then came Ger- 
many's: Intervention, In presence ■ of 
•which- ^England kept her word to 
France. . What was the object of Ger- 
many's 'Intervention? If it were to as- 
sert the principle that the future of 
Morocco was a matter for the Concert 
of Europe, then tliat object has been 
secured, and Europe has given to 
France and Spain a mandate with that 
object. In that case Germany may be 
e.xpeeted to propose the extension of 
tho scope of that mandate in accord- 
ance with the changed circumstances. 
The language of the Gorman Emperor 
on tho occasion of his recent visit to 
England would justify the belief that 
his government intends loyally to co- 
operate with the other Powers and to 
creutel no' fresh embarrassments for 
Prance. But the language of a party 
in Germany at tho time of the C:onl"er- 
ence and after its conclusion proved 
that the party looked, for a policy of 
territorial acquisition in Moirocco, and 
was quite ready to begin a European 
war for that end. The -E&nperor's gov- 
ernment is perhaps not awaife that its 
policy has in the eyeo of many outside 
observers this ambiguous' aspect. Yet 
if it is an appearance wlilch does not 
correspond to the reality much good 
would be , done by some such clear 
statement or action as would remove 
the disquieting appearance. In that 
case tho peace of Europe would be 
morally assurred, and would be un 
affected by anything that might hap- 
pen in Morocco 

London Standard. — There was a time 
\vhen. Gftnsei^vajtlVji^!^;' and Liberal Un 
ionlsts were called upon for the sake 
ot defeating Home Rule to practic 
very considerable forbearance towards 
each other. The Free Education Act, 
for instance, was pressed upon the 
late Lord Salisbury by the vigorous 
groups vvlilcli acknowledged the lead 
er.-;hip of the Duke of Devonshire and 
i\rr.

London Morning Post. — .4fter the 
late war in Manchuria many unthink- 
ing persons were led to assume that in 
tlie future Japan and China would be 
closely iiniced by bonds of friendship 
and interest, that Japan's Influence In 
tlio Celestial Empire would be pre- 
dominant, tiie Chinese would accept 
tho tutelage and protection of their 
vigorous and progressive neighbors, 
and both nations would act in com- 
mon in oppcsing and restricting the 
activities of Western races in the Far 
East. This rca.-;oning ignored one im- 
portant factor — tho intense prido of 
tlio Chinese and the dovclopuicnt 
among them of a national feeling and 
ambition. It must bo remembered 
that tho Chino.'^e long regarded the 
Japanese with contempt, and even the 
remarkable ui^liievements of the Island 
Empire have done little to lessen the 
conviction of their own superiority 
They believe that If they like to talo 
tho trouble i.6 acquire the arts and 
s'clences of the W«est they can easily 
surpass the . smaller race. To some 
extent the Chinese are willing to ac 
ceiit .Tapanese assistance. Japanese 
are employed as instructers in the 
now Chinese army and as teachers in 
the schools, and thousands of students 
have gone to Tokio to try and absorb 
th(; secrets of foreign knowledge. But

BILL TO PROTECT 

WATER COURSES 



Hon. Dr. Young Introduces Measure 
Governing the Selection of Ceme- 
tery Sites 



A bill entitled An Act Regarding 
tlio approval of Cemetery Sites" was 
introduced by Hon. Dr. Young and 
read a first time at the session of 
the legislature yesterday. 

The bill is intended tot prevent tho 
pollution of water courses by ceme- 
teries. 

The chief clauses of the bill are as 

follows: 

,*\fter the iiassing of this act no 
new cemetery or graveyard shall be 
opened for the burial of tlie bodies 
or remains of dead persons until the 
provincial board of licilth shall have 
approved of the .site of the cemetery 
or graveyard as a tit and proper 
place for the burial of the bodies or 
renin In.s of dead persons. 

Any person or corporation that 
shall jiermit the" burial of the body or 
the remains of a dead person in a 
cemetery or gra\'eyard opened after 
the passing of this act, before tlie 
provincial board of health sliull ap- 
|in>voil of the .site of tlie cenietc^ry as 
I)i'(ividC;d In the preceding section, 
shall be guilty of an olt'ence against 
llil.s act, for each offence sliull be lia- 
ble, noon Ki;ininary conviction before 
a police magistrate, stipendiary mag- 
istrati! or justice of the peace, to a 
tine not exceeding fifty dollars and 
costs.

TRIED jRECIPES 

Beans a la Mikado. 

Beans . are wholesome, economical' 
and appetizing when they are well 
cool<ed and for a luncheon dish they 
are invaluable. To serve them In a 
novel and delicious way whicli is 
icnovvn as a la Mll^ado, proceed ac- 
cording- to tine following directions: 
Pare and slice fine one (liiiirt of green 
lieans, or take tliLs amount of canned 
brans, cover with lioiling water, add 
a pinch of baking .soda, a half tea- 
spoonful of salt and boil ten minutes; 
drain, rinse the beans in boiling 
water, then lay them in a .saucepan 
with a half ta'blespoonful of butter, a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice and two 
tublr'si)Oonfuly of cream. IjcI this 
inlxtuio heat through and add to it a 
heaping tablespoonful of finely choij- 
ped jjarslcy. ila\-e ready a pound of 
fresh sausage, remove the skin - from 
each ii'lece, lay separatelj' In a strip of 
flaky paste, brusli with beaten eggs, 
lay on a buttered, .pan and bake till the 
crust is golden bro\yjii. Arrange the 
crusied pieces of sausage around the 
edge of a dish, place the beans in the 
centre and serve hot. 

Black Bean Soup. 

Black bean soui) l.s a wlinlesome disli 
v/hich is plain ljul nourishing. To 
prepare it soak over night in a pint 
of water a cupful of black Ijoans which 
have been well washed. Next morn- 
ing put on the lire with .-i. tcaspoon- 
ful of baking soda, cover with water 
and l)oil ten minutes; drain through 
a colander. Put on the lire in three 
quarts of cold water a half jiound of 
.salt pork. and a shanlc of beef. Add 
two onions, two finely chopped car- 
rots and boil slowly three hours. 
Strain the soup, press the beans and 
carrots through a sieve, using a wood- 
en potato masher, and serve the soup 
with croutons. 

Bean Cutlets. 

To jireparo white bean cutlets boil 
one cup of washed white bt.-ans which 
have been previously soaked in cold 
water; add four ounce.s ol' salt pork 
and boil the beiuis until tcmkr. Then 
remove the beans, molt a half table- 
spoonful of Hour in a s.-uicepan, add a 
half cupful of broth, one cupful of 
tlio beans and \>u\\ for li\-e minutes; 
season with a half teaspoonful of salt, 
a teaspoonful of molasses, a quarter 
tea.spoonful of mustard, add tbe yolks 
of two raw eggs and boil Ave minutes. 
Spread this mixture on a plato and 
set aside to cool, alter which <ihapo 
into cutlets, sprinkle with boa;ten eggs 
and bread crumbs and fry In deep 
fat; serve with dlable sauce, which 
is made in the folloAving manner: 
Place a half tablespoonful of butter 
with one of flour *ln a saucepan, add 
a cup of soup stock, two tablespoon- 
fnls of canned tomatoes, the juice of 
hair a, lemon, lialL' a lea»l)Oonful of 
A\ urccstorsliirf: sauce and cook ten 
minutes; strain and add salt and pep- 
per if required, 

Lorraine Potatoes. 

Boil the potatoes with the Jackets 
on till done; set aside to cool and re- 
move the skins; cut each potato 
longthwi.so in half, roll in bread- 
crumbs and egg and fry in deep fat. 
1'hen remove the centre of each half 
|)otato very carefully, so that the crisp 
.-:hell is unlmiken. and mix the potato 
thus removed with a fork uniU It has 
no lunipK. In a saucepan put half a 
tablespoonrul of l.uitter, half !.i table- 
spoonful of linely chopped <jnion, half 
a tabIei>|.>oonful of linel.y cliojjped 
green pepper, a tablespoonful of line- 
ly chopped m'jsbroonis, two table- 
spoonfuls of tomatoes, and cook ten 
uiinute.-i.' Season witli a quarter tea- 
spoonful of salt, a dash of paprika, 
aild tho mashed potato removed from 
the crksp shells, .sprinkle the v/hole 
with bread crumbs, fill tlie .■jhells with 
this mixture, pour a few drops of 
melted butter over the top of' each 
pjcce and bake in tho oven till brown.

HERE AND THERE 



In view of the increased interest 
that is being taken In child criminals 
in our own province the result of an 
experiment in Ontario Is worthy of 

note. 

It has been recognized by the 
authorities in that province that noth- 
ing is worse for the child or young 
person who has committed a ilrst of- 
fence than putting him or her to live 
with other wrongdoers. In all prisons 
reformatories oi' even reform schools 
tills is inevitable, no matter how 
watchful or how earnest the efforts 
to keep them apart may Ije. fjcssons 
in vice are learned and a spirit of evil 
is abroad which makes progress an 
exceedingly slow and difficult process. 
.Then when the term of detention is 
over the world must be faced with a 
consciousness that one's good name 
has gone. Bmployment is hard to get 
and the-Susplclon with which even 
kind-hearted employers look upon one 
who has be^n once known as a crim- 
inal makes honest effort very dimcult. 
Added to this, there is often a self- 
distrust that tends to another fall. 

The plan adopted by the department 
of the Ontario government, which has 
been entrusted with the care of neg- 
lected and dependent children is to ob- 
tain homes for these children who 
liave taken the tlrst step in the wrong 
direction. So successful has this plan 
been found in the case of young girls 
that the Mercer refuge in connection 
with tho reformatory, which fonnorly 
contained seventy or eighty inmates, 
is now em])ty. The girls under good 
influences, have in the great major- 
ity of cases become good women. 

The good that can bo accomplished 
by the individual woman who is 
willing to make some sacrifice of her 
own ease and comfort for another is 
strikingly demonstrated in tho case 
of these girls. 

It will bo readily granted that there 
are many homes into which It would 
be very wrong to take a girl who had 
acquired tlirougli her own fault or 
that' ..of others a knowledge of evil. 
But there are others . wh^re such a 
girl .could And an .atmosphere in 
which kll that was best lr< her would 
develop. The mistress of such a home 
is doing the work of a Christian lady 
vfh^n ^he,^ :giy#st, ftld. ^^d ^i^elter ,tp., a 
younger tslster, , 

The inventor, Edison, has done 
many wonderful things in his time. 
Though, not an old man, lie has seen 
great changes in the world as the re- 
sult of ills researches. So far as the 
outside world has heard, ho has made 
few failures, and we may be reason- 
ably sure that when he ani:ounccs a 
new scheme it will bo successful. Ills 
latest undertaking is to build cheap, 
comfortable and beautiful homes for 
working men of poorer class. These 
homes, \.liich may be rented for $7.50 
a month are to be made of concrete. 
He intends to build them in the 
suburbs of the cities, and believes that 
they will be cheap (/nough to allow a 
man to pay Ms faro in and out of 
town, and yo£ be better off, even from 
a money point of view th;in those who 
Inhabit hovels in the slums, while in 
health and fM that tend to good mor- 
als his situation will be Incomparably 
superior. Mr. ISdison has undertaken 
this work with all the Industry an'd 
enthusiasm of which he js capable. Ho 
does not believe that ugliness should 
be Inseparable from the homes of tlie 
poor man. To a writer in Collier s 
Weekly tho great Inventor sajs:

The King of Wurtemburg is the pro- 
prietor of . two hotels in his kingdom, 
and they add £10,080 a year to his 
Majesty's revenue. 

Tho emperor of Austria owns a 
chinaware factory In A''ionna, which is 
one of tho most famous In the world, 
an<i employs over 1,000 akllled work- 
man. The King of Saxony conducts a 
similar 'business' though on a much 
smaller scale, but, according to report 
trade is increasing, so his majesty heed 
not keep "awake o' nights" wondering 
if ills travellers are fit for their Jobs. 

Queen Oarraen Sylva is. the only 
working pournallst among the crowned 
heads of Europe, but her majesty has 
within late yisars added a bookseller's 
shop to tnO affairs of her state. This 
may be seen in Bucharest, and is tho 
loading liauso in the trade. I^atoly s'ne 
has opened a book.sliop in Paris. 

The Queen of Portugal has a chem- 
ists' shop In Lisbon, registered in her 
own name.

HOW TO_FURNISH 

often when one has a limiyd in- 
come the problem of suitable and as- 
tistlc house 'furnishing' becomes ,a''llt- 
tle difficult,- and the furnishing and 

decorating of a general living room is 
often a ve.xing problem. Often, too, 
the tastes of the various niemberH of 
the family differ so materially that it 
is impossible to carry out any partic- 
ular style of furnishing; still, a living- 
room should not bo hard to furnish 
successfully, and if tlicre is one room 
wliero simplicity should be employed 
it is in this, the family gathering place. 
The exposure is a most important con- 
sideration in choosing a general color 
scheme. If there are many southern 
\yindo\vs and there is much sunliglit, 
tlie wall covering.s should be in sufc- 
dued tones — greens and blues being 
especially good — but a room with nor- 
thern light or witli few windows re- 
qulres warm-hucd wall coverings, in 
yellow, buff, tan or soft red tones. 

The woodwork must be considered, 
also, in selecting wall coverings, and 
if tho color or finish of the woodworli 
Is not desirable it shouild bis stained so 
thp.t the whole wall is in harmony 
with the furniture and furnishings. 

A living-room wiiicli I recently saw 
was an excellent example of what can 
be done if one has good taste, oven 
without a large sum of money being 
expended. This room was exceedingly 
simple in style, but tho effect was 
charming. The house hadi np recep- 
tion-room 'or "parlor," so this largo 
llvlng-room was furnished to meet all 
these requirements. The woodwork 
was originally- In light oak, but was re - 
painted an Ivory enamel. -The walls 
had "a paneled, wainscot about two feet 
high and extending from this to tho 
cornice lino were panels covered with 
a striped p;iper In two tones of red 
outlined with ivory white molding. Tho 
celling was tinted ivory and tho floor 
was of hardwood, covered with rugs, 
which had predominating red tones. 
The furniture was mostly in mahogany 
and there were several large, eqmfort- 
ablo chairs and a davenjiort, cushioned 
or upholstered in crimson. Tlio drap- 
eries tisod for door and ■whidow cur- 
tains were of striped stuff similar to 
the wallpaper, and there were several 
growing ])lants in green wicker jardi- 
nieres aliout, which added much to the 
effect of the room. Book shelves wore 
built in along one end of the room, 
and on cither side of the wide door- 
ways. Tho room, when finished, and 
with the nunierou.s photographs, . pic- 
tures, lamps and other small' fittings 
about, was extremely cozy and attrac- 
tive. ■ • ■ . r 

If one cannot afford mfihograny fur- 
niture the mission furniture Is an ex- 
cellent' choice, .as, it , is well made, and 
comes In good, simple styles. In dec- 
orating a room.' ln.5' which' mission fur- 
niture Is to be'»vise;^if!.S-the treutmont 
should bo In aocbrdartoaswlth the fur- 



niture, if possible. A high wainscot 
and beamed ceiling is most appropriato 
and the standing woodwork should bo 
plain and heavy. The walls may bo 
covered with plain cartridge paper or 
fabric in keeping with such a room, 
rough plaster, tinted a color to har- 
monize with the woodwork. Is also ex- 
cellent. For draperies, homespun flax 
or any of the plain, rough fabrics; aro 
very appropriate, and if the ■walla are 
quite, plain draperies .wi.th., ;^ sltnple

Some Pearl Fads. 
The late,, puciiess Sermoneta's. ' 
pearl necklace, of which one has read' 

so much lately, is doubtless very beau- 
tiful and valuable, but it can scarcely 
be considered, as stated by a contem- 
porary, "the most costly necklace in 
the world." 

The distinction more probably be- 
longs to the famous pearl necklace of 
tho Countess Honckel, a lady well 
known in London and i?a!'is society, 
the value of which is said to be $250,- 
000. It is reall.v composed of, tliroo 
necklaces, each of historic interest. 
One w.as the property of the ex-Queen 
of Naples, sister of the late Austrian 
Empress; the second, once the prop- 
erty of a Spanlsli grandee, is Icnown 
to fame as the "necklace of the 'Virgin 
of Atocha;" while the third was onco 
owned by the Empress Eugenie, 

Not long ago a necklace composed 
of 412 pearls in eight rows, the prop- 
erty of the late Duclioss of Montrose, 
was sold for $55,000. Tho Empress 
Frederick of Germany Is said fto have 
possessed a necklace of :i2 pearls, 
worth at least ?200,000: while Lady 
Ilchester'a neoklnce of black pearls is 
valued at about $125,000. 

How to Clean a Clock 
Often a clock ' will refuse 'to run 
merely because It is clogged with 
dust. A very .simple way. to clean a 
clock is to' place a- piece of cotton or 
a small sponge soaked In kerosene 
in the bottom of It and lot stand a 
few hours. The sponge will gradu- 
ally be niled with tho dust from the 
works, and when the clock Is again 
start'ed It will generally run without 
further difficulty. 

If your nickel-plated alarm ' clock 
relusos to run, as it will bo apt to do 
after it has been in use a year or so, 
;lt may bo cleaned In the following 
Jwayr-'-'Take' aj stiff feather-^ono from 
jbhe ■ wing ' of ? a chicken Is excellent-^ 
and dip. Jt In kerosene oil. Then in- 
sert lt' ln'*ho circle around thfe wind- 
ing keys ami tlie keys - that move, the 
hands io remove tho dust. Wind the 
clock and .ot iti-runjifptlfa few days, 
and then apply a' tiny dtop of sewlnsr 
machme oil from the can to each of 
the winding keys.

TOMMY BURNS KNOCKS 
PALMER OUT IN FflUBTD 

Canadian Won as He Liked in 
One-Sided Fight Against 
Englishman 



Ijondon, Feb. 10. — Tommy Burns, the 
Canadian heavyweight pugilist, tonight 
knocked out Jack Palmer, of New- 
castle, the English champion, in the 
fourth round of what was sclieduled 
to be a twenty-round contest for the 
heavyweight championship. Some 
2,000 pcr.sons saw the fight, which took 
place at "Wonderland," a big music 
hall on the Kast side, hut It was a 
one-sided affair up to the sound of 
the gong in the middle of the,jfourth 
round, when Palmer fell on his knees 
and was counted out. 

The referee might have given a de- 
cision in tlio first minute of the con- 
test, as Palmer was a beaten man 
from the moment he entered the ring. 
Burns climbed under the ropes smiling 
anil showing his customary confidence, 
while Palmer displayed great nervous- 
ness. 

Without any preliminary sparring 
Burns went after him and the first 
round had hardly begun before the 
Englishman was On his knees. He 
took the count ■ twice and during tho 
rest of the round was busily engaged 
in covering him.seif. This was repeat- 
ed in each of r.he other rounds. Palm- 
er being hopelessly outclassed and iip- 
parontly without ability to deliver a 
telling blow or to defend himself, and 
in the final round was sent to the floor 
several times and at last was barely 
able to drag hlin.self to his linees, 
wher'e he remained with his elbows on 
the floor until after the count of ten 
had been counted off. 

Jini Roche, who had been backed 
by a .syndicate headed by Richard 
Crokor, the former Tammany leader, 
to light Burns in Dublin on St. Pat- 
rick's day, was a spectator at the ring- 
side tonight.

The steamer Vadso of the Boscow- 
tz Ctoamshlp Company, which ran 
ashore near Cape Lazo when bound to 
IMoresby island and northern British 
Columbia ports, and was floated and 
brought to Esquimalt for repairs by 
the B. C. Salvage Comptny's steamer 
Salvor, has almost completed her re- 
pairs, and will be floated tomorrow 
from the ways of tlio B. C. Marine 
Railway Company, w.-hich lirm repaired 
the vessel by day work. Fourteen 
plates were renewed or faired, and the 
steamer was thoroughly overhauled. 
E.xaniiiiation of the hull when she was 
on the ways showed the vessel to be 
surprisingly strong, as was indicated 
by the small amount of damage re- 
ceived in consideration of the bul'feting 
she received when she was ashore on 
the ledge off the cape near Comox for 
a week, during which lime several 
storms raged and laBhed sea.s over hei-. 

It is expected that the government 
steamer Quadra will follow the Vadso 
on the ways of the B. C. Marine Rail- 
way Company, having been waiting 
her turn for some time. The steamer 
Transit, which lost her'tall shaft and 
Transit, which lost her tail shaft and 
fitted a spare shaft and wheel after 
being towed into Coos bay, was taken 
into the dry dock at Esquimalt on 
Sunday, and the water pumped out 
yesterday morning.'

The steamer Xionsdale of the CanaV 
dian-Moxican line, which sailed for 
Salina Cruz, £he Paciflc. terminus of the 
trans-Isthmian^ railroad . toy, . which 
freight from British' Columbia ports is 
trans-shipped to. the Harrison and 
other liners which ply from the At- 
lantic end of the road, proved all tod 
small to accommodate, the cargq offer- 
ing at local tioris. Overl.'uOO tons had, 
of necessity, to be shut out. The Lons- 
dale was loaded to tlic guards. She 
had full hold.s and lumber was piled on 
her decks to the level of her bul- 
warks. 

The steamer Georgia, wiilch is on the 
way from Saliiin Cruz and scheduled to 
sail for Mexican jiorts at the begin- 
ning of no-Nt month, will also have a 
full cargo, the larger portion of which 
has been already booked. The growing 
trade between ISritish Columbia and 
j\lc.\ieo since these steamers were 
placed in Ht.'rvice, Avill shortly, it is 
said, necessitate the replacing of tho 
Lonsdale and Georgia with larger 
steamers. As will be remembered II. 
(J. Walrond, one of the owners of the 
line, who was in Victoria a sliort time 
ago, stated that when it wa.s found 
necessary larger vcs.sels would be sub- 
stituted for those now used. 

The Lonsdale had four saloon ]ias- 
songors. T. Wear and A. T. Bailey, 
miners, were booked to Maisatlan, and 
R. Barr and C. C; Helings to Salina 
cruz. There were several Second class 
passengers and, 16 Japanese ' brought 
nortb and refused landing, owing to 
the enforciement .of . a. netAV. Imralgratlf^n 
ruling made after the steamer left 
Mexico, were returned south, at' the 
expense of the steamer. One was 
drowned while the Vessel was loading 
on the Fraser river. Ho was one of 
three who Jumped overboard and tried 
to make their way ashore. This" man 
sank in the sv.'if t-runnlhg river, while 
the other two were captured and re- 
turned on board. 

The Lonsdale secured her cargo at 
Vancouver, New Westminster, Nanai- 
mo. Ladysniith, Sidney and 'Victoria. 
Liko the Georgia she loaded a large 
lumber shipment at the Sidney mills.

Quarantined Steamer Is Released After

The Japanese steamer Kag.a maru 
was released from quarantine at Wil-

Ho and his family were the only 
passengers fc, lj. s port. For Seattle 
and ports beyond the Kaga had 13 
saloon pasengers, who were permit- 
ted to leave with the steamer. Those 
Included Capt. George Bowers, W. C.

The average is about 4,300 .tons.. This 
moderate toniiageja In contrast to tlie

cent years. Of tliij old fleet nine were 
built In England. Of the new fleet all 
were built and englnea on tho Clyde. 
Tho aggregate gross toniiaeo of tlic 
fleet is, in round figures, 88,000 tons, 
and tho average cost (on basis ot 
capital) is, roughly, £5 7h per gro.is 
ton. This last i.s, of course, no con- 
cern of the public's. The shortest time 
from launching date to saiiriif? date 
was with the .strathclydc— sixteen 
days— the next best work being with 
tho Strathallan and Stratliord— seven- 
teen days each. In nearly every in- 
stance fno first voyat'o of the new 
-steamers was a loiig-ilistance \'oyage. 
Seven, for iiistaufo, wore fixed to San 
Francisco, and two to Guayniaw. The 
San Francisco passages wore wonder- 
fully uniform for new 'jobs,' ranging 
from sixty -nine to seventy-foui- days, 
and the average speed being from S.33 
knots to 7.77 knots. -Ijong-atatanco

SATSUMA'S SEIZURE FOR

Important Oavelopmtnts. Expected 
From Capture ot Japanese Ves-

The seiiiurc ot the Japanese steamer 
Satsuma Maru No. 2, at Hongkong, 
ivith four cases of rifles and 50,000 
rounds of ammunition aboard for con- 
traband landing is expected to be fol- 
lowed by Important developments, 
News of tho seizure ot tho steamei' 
was called on Saturday, since when it 
is reported that although tho arms 
seized were destined to Chinese revo- 
lutionists, the cargo was consigned to 
high Japane.se officials.

It has ifceen escorted' by a cruiser and

ed a protest against tlio seizure. 

The running of arms from Japan 
and elsewhere into China for revolu - 
tionarle.s has been in progress for 
some time, tlie Japanese being fore- 
most in tlie traffic. Sun Tat Son, lead- 
er of tho reform revolutionary move- 
ment, is living in Tokio and is said to 
be Implicated in tho arrangement for 
the despatch of the arms by Japanese 
vessels.

LAUNCHED SATURDAY 



Bullens to Float Now Slcel Vessel 
Built for the Government Hy- 
drographic Service 



The steamer Alexandra, being built 
by the British Coluiiil.ua Marine tiail- 
way company at Ksaulnialt for the 
Canadian government, iiL a tost of 
$175,000, for use in tlic hydrogrinjlilc 
service In British Columbia waters, 
will be launched on Saturday. The 
Alexandra is a steel, twin screw, 
schooner rigged steamer lOO A 1 at 
hloyd'.s, with .smokestack anildship, 17l! 
I'ect long over all, 163 feet between 
l.,loyd's perpendicular.i, 27 feet molded 
widtli, 10 feet deep .ind drawing 11 fee* 
3 inches. On this draft sho will carry 
150 tons of coal and have a displace- 
inent ot 7S0 tons. 

She Is of steel throughout, with a 
double bottom under machinery .space 
and seven watertight compartments, 
and will bo fitted with bilge I<eol and 
largo fresh water tanks. She is 
slightly stronger than I,jloyd'.s requiro- 
meiits both in plating and frames. ''J'ho 
service of this boat is such that she 
will frequently be working for months 
in waters abont which very little Is 
known, and the minute subdivisions 
aimed at render her practically tm- 
sinka ble. 

She has two declvs, main and spar. 
Tho main deck forward will be shel- 
tered by extending the frame and side 
plating- up to the spar docK for a dl- 
tance of ;15 feet. On this spar ilcclc 
stands a windlass and from stem to 
abaft windlass tho beama are ])latcd, 
forming, in eon,|unelloii with the 
stringer, a very, .strong brcnal hook. It 
will also bo noted that .she carries a 
beam on evei-y frame under this deck 



Tho steamer Jefferson arrived at 
Seattle on Sunday night a few hours 
in advance ot tho steamer City of So 
attle, after racing from Slcagway. Al- 
though tho Jefferson won tho raco the 
Pacific Coa.st coinpany!a vessel .socur 
ed tho bulk of tho cargfo at the differ- 
ent ports of call. 

Tlio raco really cor.-imonccd at Jun 
cau, although the City of Seattle 
steamed out of there twelve liours l,o 
tho good, leaving in the morning 
whereas' the Jefferson did not finish 
loading' until' evening. Tho- City of 
Seattle won the race to Wran^el Nar- 
rows and piclted up 390 boxes of fresh 
halibut. Tho delay in loading this big 
.shipment gave the .Tefforson almost 
time to catch up. As the City of Seat- 
tle steamed out of tho harbor tho Jef- 
ferson came in. The latter boat was 
docked only thirty minutes, and then 
followed in the wake of the rival boat. 
It arrived at Ketchikan just thirty- 
five minutes after the City of Seattle, 
but again tho Pacific Coast company 
had captured the prize cargo, getting 
anoaier*125 boxes of halibut. ^Jie Jef- 
ferson loaded only forty boxes and was 
able to clear first.

Both the Agri- 
cultural association and the city coun- 
cil passed resolutions favoring tho 
idea, copies of which were forwarded 
to Hon; Mr. Templeman, wh^ it . V^as 
hoped: could advance- the ^ city's claims 
for the requisite -grarit.

Dear Sir: I bog to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of yours ot January 28, contain- 
ing a resolution passed by the city 
council of Victoria, regarding the hold- 
ing of a Dominion exhibition at Vic- 
toria in 190!».

Ontario and Mani- 
toba preceded our province in the 
lioldlng of Dominion exhibitions In the 
past, and would llkely-dO;So; a(ja4ni ■be- 
sides, all the provinces have ■'not ■ yet 
had their first turn. •'

.Tames AVllson Is no longer sanitary 
inspector of the city of Victoria. After 
liaving held this position for year.?, 
his'services have been dl^ensed with. 
At the recent meeting .«of' ^tiie health 
board Mr. Wilson, in making, his re- 
port, ran counter to ■several, of the al- 
dormon, vvlio considered . that It was 
his duty to i-eport on certain sanitary 
conditions, iiut Mr.^Wilson fheiv-fStatod 
that he wa^^iiSlck of- reporting, that no 
attention ha-li< been taken to his. reports 
and he advlBcd the city that about the 
best thing. It could do. was. to> .take 
over the scavenging of the city. . He 
declared the city wa^i years behind the 
times, and that he did not care 
whether he held his position or not. 

■Whllo the council, at last night's 
meeting, unanimously decided that tlie 
mayor's action in suspending Mr. Wil- 
son on Friday last, should be endorsed 
and the suspension made absolute, 
nothing was said to Indicate the exact 
reasons why he had been dismissed, 
though Mayor Hall stated cfter tho 
meeting' tliat Mr. 'NVilson had not done 
his worlc to tlie satisfaction ot tho 
council, and that he, under power con- 
ferred on him by the Municipal 
Clauses act, liad s- viended him and 
reported the matter to lite council, 
which body had endorsed his action. 
Wont Allov/ Cabins. 
Once again the council reafilrmed 
the action of last year's • council In re- 
fusing to allow the erection of cabins 
within the residential sections of the 
city. Last year P. Lavalle applied for 
a permit to be allowed to erect a row 
of cabins on Chatham street. The re- 
quest was denied after Mr. Lavalle had 
been turned down by the building in- 
spector, vhoso action was endorsed by 
the council. 

A week ago last Saturday Mr. La- 
valle again applied to the building In- 
spector, and on the following Monday 
night a petition from a large number 
of residents In the district east -of 
Douglas street and north of Flsguard 
street was read at the council meeting, 
praying that should such an applica- 
tion for a permit for the erection of 
cabins in that neighborhood bo receiv- 
ed, tliat it be rclused. The council, 
wltl^out Ivnowing whether sucli a jier- 
mit jliad been received, decided to in- 
struct the building In.spcctor to refuse 
a permit should such be asked fur. 

At last night's meeting Mr. Lavalle 
and liis solicitor, i\ir. Yates, appeared 
in jierson, the matter being brought 
up b.v a motion of j\Id. Maldo tliat the 
ro.-jolution passed tlie jirevious .Mon- 
ilay night be reconsidered and re- 
scinded, merely I'or the purpose of 
giving Mr. Lavalle an ujiportiniity of 
being heard before tlie cotincil pass 
linally upon the matter. Tiie council 
after some discu.ssion refused to re- 
consider its action of last week, and 
made it quite clear that the erection of 
such buildings in residential sections 
would not lie allov.'Cd. 

Stand By Decision. 
Aid. Henderson declared that it 
would bo a pity if the council had the 
power to prohibit tiie l.-uilding of sucli 
buildings and did not do so. If Mr. 
Ijavailo tliought that ho had any legal 
rights, he was at liberty to take such 
a course a.5 ho tliouglit best. Alder- 
men Fiillerton, iMcKeown, Gloasonand 
Hall also upheld the action of the 
council. Mr. Yates stated that by 
such action of the council, before Mr. 
Lavalle had been heard, they had de- 
prived him of all right of appeal. He 
hatl talten the trouble to see some of 
those who had signed the petition, and 
when they were shown the plans of 
the proposed building they had .-jtated 
tliat had thoy seen the plans before 
they \vould not have signed the peti- 
tion, while others of the petitioners 
had saiil tliat they hail been informed 
that tlio building was to be occupied 
by Chinese itnd Japanese, which .Mr. 
Yates di'nicd. Finally the motion to 
rescind last week's resolution was de- 
feated, thougli the council expressed a. 
willingness to hear Mr. Lavalle's ap- 
peal at tlie next lueetlUK.

Vancouver, Feb. 10. — A case involv- 
ing some unusual points, that of 
George IS. Davenport against Beaton 
Turner, has just been. decided by Judge 
Grant in favor of the plaintiff, 

Tho plalJitlff sued defendant for $333 
for bags sold" to "defendant. The de- 
fendant counterclalmed for 11,000 
damages for non- delivery of one mil- 
lion feet of logs which he alleged that 
the plaintiff had agreed to sell him 
under a contract. The plaintiff alleg- 
ed that this contract was made with 
tho Old Oregon Lumber Company, of 
.Seattle, tlirough the defendant as 
agent; then the defendant had mis- 
represented himself CH agent of the 
Old Oregon Lumber t;ompaiiy. 

At tho trial the defendant produced 
the original conti-act on which the 
words "Old Oregon Lumber Co." had 
been struck out and the words "Bea 
ton Turner recognized in this con 
tract" written in. 

The plaintiff swore that this had 
been written after ho had signed and 
without his consent. 

His Honor found that tho plaintiff 
never contracted with tho defendant, 
as an individual; that tho WordS: 
"Beaton Turner recognized In this 
contract" wore written in without 
knowledge or consent of tho plaintiff, 
and that tho defendant had nulsrepre- 
?ented himself as agent for the Old 
Oregon Lumber Co. 

It was alleged by the defendant' 
counsel that tho plaintiff suing the de 
fendant for the bags actually deliver 
Oded had thereby fecogniaed him li. 
the contract and' so rendered hlmseit' 
liable tcdapiages for. nonndelivery of 
the balance. Upon this point the 
court stated as follows: 

"But it is contended that having by 
fraud and misrepresentation — not to 
say forgery — got the plainti'sff bags 
Into his custody tho defendant can 
claim damages for the non-fulftlhnent 
of a contract which the plaintiff never 
entered into with the defendant simp- 
ly because tho plaintiff has brought 
his action for logs sold to the defend- 
ant—not under tho alleged contract 
but under an Implied one to pay for 
the logs, ho actually took delivery of." 

His Honor refu-sed to consider this 
contention allowed the plaintiffs claim

The San Ji^ranclsco .Exam- 
iner says: Ordinarily, the sUppUies 
wanted In the Islands' wb'ul.d'be' ship- 
ped In the T'3gular troopships, each 
one of which has space for from 2,000 
to 4,500 tons of supplies, or in tho 
mammoth government freight - Dix, 
running regularly betwc-ca Se.itvi, and 
the Phllllppinos.

The steamer^ Stncecltj,. ot the Weir 
line, reached Sail -Pra^iclsco on Sun- 
day with coal from Newcastle, mak- 
ing port In, a lieav.Y-, storm .which, ,nia.do 
quite a heavy sea'Off.thc heads outBide 
the Golden -G.atOi i','3?he arrivals of 
Australian coal at San j^anclsco have 
caused a serious problem for the own- 
ers of the fuel, arid haa>been the result 
of the charterlnlg of Idle steame'r^-and 
.sailing vessels for-tfse to -.store the 
coal landed in cxcfi.-;s of the acccimmi;- 
dation of the Ininlcers and warehouses 
of the port. Most of the coal is com- 
ing from Australia to San Francisco 
ill foreign .=it( amors which must ho 
discliarged within a stipulated time 
after arrival if the consignee would 
avoid paying den-iiirrage. This penalty 
for delay soon wotild c;it ui) the prof- 
Its and the Wcjterni.Fnel company has 
been obliged to Improvise wareliovises 
into which the coal can be di.scharged. 

The company'if bunkers j . are lilled 
and their yardaiwlWAiold no.miore coal. 
The mildness of th v., winter has limit- 
ed the demand and the higli price of- 
fers the coiK-iumer generally no temp- 



tation to. relieve the coal trus; of its 
burden . of black diamonds. 

The Faclilo Mail company was the 
first concern to render relief. R. I^. 
Schwerin chartered the Algoa to the 
Western Fuel company for. It Is .said, 
$1,000 a month to be u.sed a.s a ware- 
house. As the Algoa's holds will ' ac- 
co.mnriq.dai;a 13,000 ..tons of coal, the 
trah'^actlbh'" affords ^considerable relief 
to the, VKsistern .l^el.^cqnipany. . 

• Other ,;^vesSels^,^;4^i^}la^|erfed7^ by the 
■Western- Fuel - cbmpariy:-;' as' floating 
warciibuse^-; are. the j steamers .Mbntara 
and Eui-eltfi; and ? the sailing .vessels 
Planter, C. D. Bryant' and Lintrarh. On 
these vessels and thc,A,ls;9a more than 
25,000 tons of' cball 'cfaii' be stored, and 
when they liave been loaded it Is ex- 
pected that other vessels will be char- 
tered, as the coal is still coming. 

In addition to chartering these float- 
ing coal yards the A\"esteru i-^iel com- 
pany also is leasln.g land at different 
points on the bay sliorc to store coal. 

The .-steamer India, which has ar- 
rived at Taconia witliin 48 iiqui's of 
losing licr charter to load wheat, was 
the llrst vessel to discharge into the 
steamer Algoa. Cajit. Beeclsjr, of tho 
India, says there, are 100,000 tons of 
coal afloat at San Francisco. The 
steamer San Mateo, . which took coal 
from Tacoma early in December, is 
still rldlngr.,at anchor,, not a pound of 
her cargo yet discharged. ' The Brit- 
ish stciarnera Glenlogan and Teddo and 
Norwegtait stcaiper Cecil are dis- 
charging, but t^ere are many other 
vessels waiting to land cargoes. 
Among this fleet are the following; with 
dates of iheir arrival: British steamer 
Camphill. January 10; American .slilp

In the 
scramble for power they did not have 
time to learn. 

Cost of ProBuotion. 
• The member for Nanaimo toolc ex- 
ception to the statement that coal 
could be i)roduced in "Washington at a 
lower rate than in British Columbia. 
In Washington all tho miners were 
union men, while at many ot the 
mines upon the island there were 
Mongolians at work. 

In any event, it was not the con- 
sumer who was robbed, but the work- 
er wlio suffGred in every case. The 
cost of commodities were ruled by 
world-wide laws, the law of supply 
and demand. Witli regard to the at- 
tack of the member for Vancouver 
ui)on tho coal combine, he advised that 
gentleman to take a course in politi- 
cal economy. Ho would lind tliat the 
trust could produce an article more 
cheaply than an individual corpora- 
tion. They cllniinated every unneces- 
sary expense, and they were able to 
produce it at the lowest price to the 
consumer. 

The tru.st could not rule the price 
without certain bound.-;, fur there the 
law of supply and di-mand stepp(Kl in. 
Tlicro was aiiollicr factor xs'liich eii- 
tert'd into tlie matter. 'Phis was the 
medium of (.'xeliange. Wliero gold ^^■as 
not plentiful its price as compared 
with that of the conimodfty Would 'rise. 
'Fhis hapiiencd all over the wurld. 

Tho .~ecret of the pi-esent resolution 
was tliat in emulation of "Ti.-ddy" 
lioooovelt, the man v.'ho had cudgelled 
the trusts, the honorable the lu-emit-r 
liad .■iniied Iiiniself with a big stick 
and was going out as a "trust-busier." 
Tlie corporations were treniblliig at 
the very thought. The spe.-dver assur- 
ed the people of Briti.sh Columbia that 
tliey would now almost get tlieir coal 
for nothing. The matter wa.s a fiasco. 
The Investigation would come, the 
election would come, and then there 
would be nothing more heard of it, 
Says Law Is Disregarded. 

Tho premier liad assorted that the 
laws were observed. This was not the 
case. The laws wci-o d isregarded and 
flagrantly disregarded. Jlo wanted to 
tell the premier that he had not en- 
forced the laws, and especially those 
rtdating to labor. 

I\lr. Ha wthornlli waite asserted tluit 
the "SVeliingtcm Colliery company did 
not obser\-e the 8-hour from bank to 
Iiank law. The men, as a mattci- of 
fact went in twenty minutes before 
the time, and (piit work leu or filtoen 
minutes after tho ti;ne. Sonic of the 
men worked sixteen hours :i day. 'in-.is 
was a, serious matter, both for tlie men 
ainl for the corporations. 

in (ireat, Britain a capitalist had 
i-ccently been "hauled up." In Great 
Britain they did occasionally haul 
capitalists up, ho was thankful to say, 
though they do not Imprison, , This 
capitalist admitted that • if hts em- 
ployes worked - 'Ave minutes a day 
overtime It meant £5,000 a year addi- 
tional to him. To tho Wellington Col- 
liery company tho gain was tremen- 
dous. 

British Columbia had the worst rec- 
ord with regard to Its mInoK of any 
country in tlie world today. With re- 
gard to accidents the -^jercentage In 
Briti.sh Columbia was 15 per cent, as 
compared with 2% In Great Britain, 
and 7 In tlie wor.?t state of the liiiinii. 

Per.s-onally, he did not lielleve that 
this condition. of nR'alrs would berem- 
e.-llPil until tiie worK-ers held the n ins 
or government. Tlie mines had never 
been properly inspeeied, notwith- 
standing the statements of tlie pre; 
mier to the contrary. 



His Coal Minos Act. 

Mr Hawthornthwaite referred to the 
Coal Mines Regulation act, which , he 
hud Introduced into tho house, and 
upon which his first speech had bee>i 
delivered. He had i. very great,„%we 
of the speaker t^nd tlie members of. .the: 
•government at t:iat time, from Whlph 
ho had, to a considerable, extent, re-; 
covered. The prerhler : \at%' tliat time 
(Hon. James .-Diihsniuir)';; had inter- 
rupted him.. But ho boasted a little 
teslit*bibod-ln''hls veins, and ho con- 
tinued notwithstanding. When he 
hud pictured the accidents which 
might ensue if the workers below 
ground had not to prove their compe- 
tency, the then premier had laughed. 
Just a few months later tlic papers 
stated that the same man had wept 
when he retid of tho -accident and loss 
of life in one of his mines. Personally 
ho believed that it must have been not 
for the death of the men, but for tho 
loss of the mules. 

The figures wdiieh had been brought 
down by the premier on a former oc- 
casion siiowing the number of Orient- 
als worlcing below ground in tho mines 
at Conio-x wore entirely incorrect. Ho 
had deliberately deceived the house. 
Rises to Point of Order. 

Hon. Mr. McBrido — I rise, sir, to a 
question of order. (Hear, l-.ear.) The 
lion, member has gone entirely be 
yond tho proprieties of debate in hi 
remarks in regard to tlic statistics 
which I, In my capacity as minister of 
the mines for British Columbia, liave 
in due course communicated to tills 
house. (Hear, liear.) Mr. Speaker, I 
have never attempted in any manner 
to deceive this house. I have simply 
given to this house tlio statistic, 
wliicli iiavo been handed in to the de- 
partment of mines by tho inspector 
precisely in the same way in whieli 
for years past they have been sub- 
mitted to this legislature. (Hear, 
hear.) I have never made, sir, I re- 
peat, the tjllghtest attempt to deceive 
in any way, either this legislature or 
the people of this province, with re- 
gard to tiiese statistics, and I am now 
ready, sir, to vouch for their accuracy 
as far as they go, (Cheers.) 

Amends His Statement. 

Mr. Ha^vtli'orntliwaite amended his 
statement by saying th.n.t tho premier 
must have been deceived by the re 
ports of his inspectors. In tlie Cum- 
berland collieries the operators had 
given tho nnmber of Orientals em- 
ployed bj- tho company Itself under- 
ground. They had not given thenuni 
bor employed by their contractors and 
the most of tho worlc was done by the 
contractors. There were over 1,000 
Jilongollans employed below ground. 
The premier dare not say tliat the.5e 
men were qualltied. 

Tlie government had a board of ex- 
aminers. One was appointed by tlio 
owners, one by the men and a third liy 
the government. But what cou!<i the 
men do? Tliey dare not protest, for 
they were virtuall ysl.aves, and they 
were dependent upon tho daily wage 
for their own and their families' sup 
port He knew of men who were 
they were virtually slaves, and they 
had dared to ask their rights. 

Invited to Make Complaint. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde: Will the hon. 
gentleman permit me to interrupt liini 
for a moment. If my hon. friend is 
prepared to make a complaint in prop- 
er form, I -shall lnvestigateiWr-*nd gIv-= 
to mv Iion.;iirriena aJworyvTOPpdXtw"'*!' 
to esttibllsh his case. And I will bo 
very pleased to do so. (Hear, hear.) 
Conditions at Cumberland. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite:, "I am de- 
manding an investigation in a way 
which I know tlie iireniier dare not 
refuse. After tli*^ atatemenls that I 
have made, the premier dare not re- 
fuse to enquire into the matter. I am 
tlirougli witli -writing letters to tlie 
departments which are on\y pigeon- 
holed. 

In continuing, ilr. Ilawthorn- 
thwaito stated that the boards of ex- 
aminers were fairly composed in Na- 
naimo and Ladysniitli. They had tho 
men up before them and examined 
them thoroughly. In Cumbfrl,-' nd i! 
was different. \ high oflicia] of tiic 
mines met a Chinaman. He aslicd 
hiri: "You heap savvy mining?" and 
the Chinaman replied; "Yes, I heap 
savvy." The Chinaman pays $1 and lu 
gets his certificate. 

The middle class is getting uneasy 
and throughout tlic country there if 
a general feeling that the laws of Biit- 
Ish Columbia are not b.-ing observed 
The member for Delta and the mem- 
ber for Vancoiu'pr were simply draw- 
ing a red herring across the trail. 

Tlierc was nothing In tho proposal 
of Mr. Oliver to aiijioint a select com 
mittee. The truuble -ivas that th 
member for Delta liad once aciiuircd 
great fame tlirough being a member of 
-a s(dect cominitti-e. He was afraid 
they would nev.-r he.ar the last of that 
select committee. He had select com- 
mittee np(m the liraln ever since that, 
and was always looking for a mare's 
nest. 

Has Been No Complaint. 

Hon. i\lr. jMcBride; Hy \\:\y of ex- 
planation, sir, with llie lu-rmlssion of 
thi- house, 1 would like lo say ii few 
words in respect to tin; ob.ser vations 
which liave fallen from my lion, friend 
from Kanaimo in rofcu-once to tlie 
board of examiners. (Hear, bear.) 
This board, sir, consists of tlirec mem- 
bers, one of wiiom is apjiointed by tlie 
companies concerned; tlie second is 
elected by the worklngmen concerned, 
while the third is appointoil by the 
government. (Hear, hear.) Now, 
with respect to tlie Oriioilals, there is 
no law to prevent their employment 
under ground, witli tlie i-xceiition of 
the coal mines Kegulatlon act, whiidi 
was declared ultra vires of this pttr- 
liament. (Hear, bear.) 

I might say furtlier, sir, for the in- 
formation of the house, tliat tlie coal 
mines In wdiicli f:'liinese are engaged 
in the underground workings are situ- 
ated in tlie Comox district. In tli--, con- 
stituency which Is represented by the 
hon. member for C.umberland, and that 
these mines are owned by the Wclling- 
tnn and by the Union Collieries eom- 
jianics. 1 am, sir, liowever, advised 
tluLt the rate of wages wliicli is paid to 
tliese Orientals is precisely the same 
as Is given to white worklngmen, and 
i am further advised, Mr. Speaker, that 
there litis not been one single com- 
plaint from Cumberland, either as 
coming from the miners or as coming 
from outsiders with respect either to 
tho bona fides or the efficiency of tlie 
board of examiners. (Hear, lienr.) I 
slmidy, sir, mtike these observations 
by wtiy of explanation, and I may add 
that I also do so for the inirpose of 
checking !iny little unrest wiilch nilglit 
appear InTiomo parts of tlii.s province 
by reason of the very violent denunci- 
ations 111 which tho lion, member for 
Xanaimo has indulgiul tlils afternoon. 
(Hear, hear.) The lion, gentleman Is 
pleased to r-ay. and witii mncli imi|dia- 
sis, that the laws of the province of 
British C'ol'.miliia are habitually dis- 
regarded. I do :i"t at ill!, sir !t,greo 
with the lion, gontlenmn In that ob- 



houseisharaUnJthat opinion. (Cheers:) 
But' this 'la the sort of phrase. In re- 
spect to iicarrylng out the laws, that 
the hon. ;i gentleman Is In. the habit of 
using so ; f retiuefitlyi In this house that- 
feel, 'Sir. wo sbould not be* at all 
'stnp)plsedTthat>h'e^^^^ 

t1i'ls'T:6ccaslori'. (Cheers.V I thank yoU, 
slr.V f or the opportunity given me for 
making this explanation. (Cheers.) 
Says Public pets Deserts, 

Parker AVillianis (Newcastle) refer- 
red to the statement of tho member 
for Delta to tho effect that time and 
money would be saveii by having the 
officials examined with regard to the 
condition of the workers underground 
at the same time as thoy vv(;re with re- 
gard to combines. Ho liad amieared to 
bellevo that the officials woro<tiie .same 
In either case. This was incorrect. 
The witnesses in tlic . former case 
would bo from the operating staff, 
Willie in the latter tliey would be from 
tlie commercial slalf. 

In the session of 1903-1004 lie had 
asked the government how many Chin- 
ese were employed In .the mines at Co- 
mo.x. He was told 200. odd.. The gov- 
ernment, did not khovY whether, thoy 
could speak Bngllsh'br notCat that time 
nor have they Jearrif^ this since. He 
would like to ask the"gpVe"rnmen't what 
kind of an' examination they could pass 
nt the hands- of white exanilhors if 
tliey coijia not .Speak English. 

He co'iild see no reason 'why the coal 
mine owners .should .not comblni!. The 
workers-^ had a rlghf^'to ;form tinlons, 
why not the owners. He had little 
sympathy with the consumer If he did 
have to pay more than the coal was 
worth. If the public Insists on public 
utilities being administered by private 
individuals, why the public had to take 
tlio consequences ■ which came in tho 
shape of Inflated prices. 

Sorry It Was Not Accepted. 

Dr. JlcGulre. — I am very sorr.v, sir, 
that lioii. gentlemi'u opposite should 
not have iiccentcd niy disclaimer that 
[ liad no political object wlialever in 
view in submitting this motion to the 
house, but I will at least pay them the 
compliment, no matter how much their 
statements are unjustilied by the facts, 
of believing that tliey are sincere in 
their doubts. 

I may not have the colossal intellect 
of the hon. member for Nanaimo 
(laughter), but nevertheless, sir, I have 
gone to a good deal of trouble In con- 
nectlou .with this subject, and in order 
to learn wh'at was ' tliio actual annual 
production of. ooal In thto province of 
Britlah'CjoIum'bla, and I may now state 
sir, for that hon; gentleman's Informa- 
tion, thiat %<rhen I gave my figures to 
the house I Inte'ided to Include, .and 
[ did Include, tlie co.'st of cutting and 
of raising of . depreciation, of royalty, 
of taxatIon,>as well i^s. ot every incident 
concerned In placing tho coal on the 
rails at the coal mljjes. (Hear, hear.).. 

I feel, however, sir, that I may wfell 
owe an apology to the. members of jtlils 
house for bringing this question be- 
fore them Jn .vIev?,.o£.^ the- fact that,-lt 
has called forth i'Sueh, a., torrent. "Of 
words, -as that to which- we have been 
forced to listen for'"''the last- hour. 
(Hear, hear). And I f.e'ally believe .that 
the community . at large, would gladly 
continue to pay tlievVery high price 
which at the preseat ; time they are 
forced to pay for this'' very necessary 
•** they could , only , have fore- 
seen that the n-itempT td defend and 
to protect tlieir interests in this re- 
spect would have Toi( tn such terrible 
consequences. (Daugliter). 

I may, however, tell tlio lion, gentle- 
man (jMr. Hawthornthwaite) that he 
is not the only member with some 
Irish blood in his veins (Hear, hear), 
for I have, sir, some good old Irish 
blood In my own veins, and I will also 
tell him that I am determined to press 
this matter to a perfectly just and 
satisfactory conclusion, as far as this 
ma.\' lie within my power. (Cheers). 
Where Does the Money Go? 

I believe It has been fairly shown, 
that it is not the worklngman who 
gets tlio larger share of. the profit 
which must and which does' accrue to 
some one in consequence of the ver.v 
liigii prices which the consumer pays 
for coal, but tlie difference docs go, and 
must go, lo some one; and It should be 
the duty of the comniissinn to try to 
lind out just how much of it goes to 
the operators of these mines and just 
iiow much of it goes to the working- 
man. (Hear, hear). 

Situation in Vancouver. 

There is still another matter, sir, 
which I desire to lay before tlie house. 
1 now refer to the f;ict that in the 
whole city of Vancou\-(-i-. a.s far as T 
can discover, there are just two 
agents engaged in the business of sell- 
ing coal. (Hear, liear); and it does 
seem to me that tills is an altogother 
unclesirable and Improper condition of 
alT.-ilrs. (Bear, hear). The liuslness 
of bii,\ing coal from the mines and of 
selling ii again to the i>ublie should 
be ojieii lo an.v one who has the 
money, and wishes to invest It in this 
manner. (Heal", hear). And this im- 
portant department ot the retail trad'' 
should certainly not bo exclusively i-on- 
llned' td t^o men. (Hear, hi'-tir). 



. The hph( - member who ' represents 
Nanaimo appears to be constitutionally 
Incapable of seeing more than; piti't!; side 
of - this question, -(heai\ h'#fe),- anff^ ap- 
parently he would b'b entirely satisfied 
if .jthe worklngman received a fair and 
'JUSt.iJprlce' for his labor, wholly apart 
from any ot the other issues which are 
unquestionably Involved In a complete 
consideration of t;he question. (Hear,- 
hear.) 

Does Combine Exist 

Now, sir. It la one of the objects-— 
although It Is not tho sole object of 
this resolution to discover, the condi- 
tions in which coal Is mined, arid to 
learn whether a sufficient price Is pixld 
for the labor whicht Is engaged In this 
vvorlc — but it Is also tho object, sir, ot 
this motion to determine whether in 
tho present conditions, and with the 
present very high price for this prime 
necessity of life and industry, the peo- 
ple who are Iienelited arc tho worivlng- 
nieii or the operators; and furtlier, 
whether a combine exists; and wiie- 
tlier, sir, it Is true, as many jjeople Ijc- 
iieve that the people of this ]>rovince 
arc paying at llii! present time, and 
in these circuni.stances, an altogether 
unreasonable price for the coal which 
they consume. (Cheers.)

No certificate of competency sliall 
be granted to' any coal miner who does 
not satisfy the majority of the board 
of ex.T.miners that he is suUIciently 
conversant with the Kngllsh language, 
and with the provisions of tlie acts re- 
lating to coal mining and rules and 
regulations made thereunder, to render 
his employment as such safe. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde.— 'Will the hon. 
gentleman let this ' matter stand for

Mr. Hawthornthwaite.— From what 
the hen.. theXiirst minister said a few 
ihlnutes ago, I am quite satislied that 
he win be' prepared to aiipoint a com- 
mission to lopk into this matter. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde i ti.ink tliat the 
honu gentleman misunderstood me. 
What I said was: that If the lion, gen- 
tleman would make a complaint to tho 
department in writing with regard to 
the wr-rK of tills board of examiners, 
r -vvould h.'ivo steps at once taken to 
bring about a thorough investigation. 
(Hear, liear). And if tho lion, gentle- 
man win only do so I will be most 
happy to take the matter uv.

On the resumption of the debate on 
tho Record reading of tho Provincial 
Unlversit:r -bill: . . 

Stuart Henderson (Yale) reinarked 
that he hid in the Interim soon no- 
thin.g to cliange the views which he 
e.xiiressfd last year in o))position to 
the establi.'riiinent of such a university. 
Wlien an examination was made into 
this questioii it would be found thtit 
in point boti of financial strength :uid 
of general pcpularity those institutions 
wlilcli were not state endowed were 
much sli-ong(r than those which were 
endowed. Ca.'^os in point were supplied 
In tile L^nitod States by Cliicago, Cor- 
nell, Hartford, Yale, etc., which were 
without stale endowments, and ^N'is- 
consln, Michl.Qin and Jlinm-aiiolls, 
wliicli were stite institutions. How- 
ever, the house had decided olliorwise 
land ho was disjio.sud to accept tlio de- 
, clslon. Having cbservcd that the pro- 
;viiic!al secretar.v had copied a largo 
Iniiinber of the cljuses in this bill from 
j the Saskatcliewaa university bill, he 
iproc.-eded to disc.iss various .sections, 
and i-onckidod urg.ng that tlie province 
was going altogether too fast in es- 
tablishing ii university at all. For 
fully between 90 and 95 per cent, of the 
children attending the public scho.o).'3 
were not In a position owing to lack of 
meajss. .on the part ot their parents, to 
take the university course, the first ob-
